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CHAPTER 76

AN ACT to amend 53.33 of the statutes, relating to maintenance of
prisoners in county jail.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

53.33 of the statutes is amended to read:
53.33 The maintenance of persons who have been sentenced to the

state penal institutions, persons in the custody of the department, persons
accused of crime and committed for trial, persons committed for the non-
payment of fines and expenses, and persons sentenced to imprisonment
therein, while in the county jail, shall be paid out of the county treasury;
but no claim shall be allowed to any sheriff for keeping or boarding any
person in the county jail unless he was lawfully detained therein.
